Rocks Fired by 
Hawaii Volcano 


Imperil Visitors

crater of Kilauea 
volcano

yesterday endangered the lives of 
eight persons, of whom three, in- 
cluding Thomas Boles, superinten- 
dent of Hawaii National Park, 
were injured in a rain of flying, 
hissing rocks not unlike a heavy 
artillery harrase. 


Rocks ranging from one pound 


to 300 pounds were hurled over a 
radius of 2000 feet from the crater. 
Debris shot 1800 feet into the air 
above the rim. 


Loss of life probably was pre- 


vented by the foresight of Boles, 
who had refused lo permit any 
persons except a party of news- 
papermen and cameramen to ap- 
proach 
the 
rim. Boles was 


knocked down twice by 
flying 


rocks, and W. J. Belknap, sports 
editor of the Ililo Herald, and L. 
E. Phillips, a plantation manager, 
were struck by missiles, the three 
being slightly hurt.
